Milk 
Price 

Editor, Bulletin. — Under the 
above heading in your Feb. 2nd 
Bulletin, you allow a personal 
attack on Mr. Pye, a CCF man, 
by another who shoots at him 
out of the dark and under cover 
of the name, “milk consumer”, 

A while ago you allowed a 
slanderous attack on Mr. E. Rop- 
er. Since we have seen no de- 
fence, we wonder if you are run- 
ning an independent paper or if 
it is just anti-CCF 

As one who bas milked cows 
from pre-school age, I would like 
to say that the consuming public 
has got used to cheap milk, pro- 
duced hitherto out of the cheap 
labor, supplied by children and 
farm mothers. It used to require 
the labor of the father, mother 
and children in the early coal 
mines to produce enough wages 
to keep the family. 

It has hitherto been so with 
dairy products. But the coal min- 
ers formed unions and now the 
father works in the mine, the 
children go to school till 15 
years of age in Britain and the 
mother doesn’t go down the mine. 

The dairy producers have not 
exactly organized a strike or any- 
thing. But the farmers’ sons see 
shorter hours and brighter lights 
and better pay in the cities or 
even in the mines or lumber 
woods than in caring for cows and 
shovelling manure on the farm. 

The point just is, that produc- 
tion is going down. And when 
an elderly man once sells out he 
doesn't start up again. 

We are not blaming anybody at 
all but until the price of milk is 
such that the wage earner on the 
dairy farm can have pay hours 
a working conditions similar to 
those elsewhere, the price of milk 
nay have to go high enough to 
coax some young men back on to 
the farm. 

The nutritional value of milk 
is probably many times that of an 
equal volume of soft drink. But 
hurdes of people pay twice as 
Pmuch per volume for their soft 
& ink and don’t complain a bit 
about “exploitation”. 

We wonder how the “Red Deer 
milk consumer” would like to buy 
a farm and some cows and “ex- 
ploit” the consumers himself? ru 
be a consumer for a change

But in nine cases out of 10, 
the cause of an airplane crash 
remains an official mystery to 
the general public. 

You see the headlines in the 
papers. Then you read that an 
official investigation has be- 
gun. Sometimes the coroner 
orders an inquest, which is 
invariably adjourned “indefi- 
nitely” after formal identifica- 
tion of the victims, 

Then you may read that 
Department of Transport offic- 
als are continuing the investi- 
gation into the cause of the 
crash, But that’s where the 
matter ends as far as the gen- 
eral public is concerned, Why 
should this be?

1 asked my old friend Ken- 
Saunders about it the other day. 
Ken is district inspector of avia- 
tion here 

“you can learn the findings of 
department investigators if you 
write to Ottawa,” Ken said 
I called up the coroner and 
asked the procedure about in- 
quests following fatal air mis- 
haps, He told me it has been 
the practice to make formal 
identification of victims and let 
civil aviation authorities carry on 
the investigation from there. 
. . . 

He said the law actually per- 
mits the usual public inquest to 
determine causé of death, He 
added that he personally, would 
favor “seeing any inquest follow- 
ing an airplane crash through to 
the end.” 

Why do the authorities handle 
air crashes in this manner? Mys- 
tery and superstition have been 
the enemies of human progress 
from the dawn of history, I 
think the present policy of not 
making public the findings of 
crash investigations is  detri- 
mental to the air transport busi- 
ness,

One of Canada’s great pio- 
neer airmen thinks the same 
way. He is Grant McConachie, 
dynamic president of Canadian 
Pacific Airlines, Grant once 
told me: “I don’t believe in 
holding back news about an 
airline crash, When airplanes 
land safely there Are no head- 
lines.” 

The airplane is the safest 
form of transportation in the 

world, Far fewer people are 
killed for passenger miles 
Flown than die in train wrecks, 
ship sinkings or highway acci- 
dents. 

Airmen are agreed most 
crashes are caused by pilot 
error. The modern airplane 
doesn't just “go to pieces in 
mid-air, Planes can stand a lot 
of buffeting from the elements, 

I think civil aviation authori- 
ties at Ottawa would help a great 
deal by following as far as pos- 
sible the same procedure in air 
erash probes as prevails with 
respect to other forms of trans- 
port, The airline business has 
grown up . Let's clear away the 
fog of mystery aurrounding it
